Anderson, who said he took 
the matter to court strictly as a 
concerned tax payer and not in 
any capacity as the DTEDB 
Chair, said he was pleased with 
the court's decision to overturn 
the sale. 

“It was the lawyers who ar¬ 
gued in the case, so I haven’t 
heard everything that happened 
yet,” Anderson said. “I under¬ 
stand the town made some rep¬ 
resentation but the judge did not 
feel that it offset the short fall in 
the sale of the house versus the 
appraised value.” 

Anderson's lawyers had ar¬ 
gued the by-law outlining the 
sale to local resident Les Marstcn 
and Sharon Wilkins contravened 
the Municipal Government Act 
which stipulates councils respon¬ 
sibility to dispose of acquired 
land at fair actual value. But 
council had argued that the prom¬ 
ise by the purchasers to restore 
the home to it's original 1911 
condition made up for the low 
selling price. 

“I guess that was one of the 
loopholes,” said Didsbury 
Mayor Ray Lea “(The purchas¬ 
ers) had promised to restore the

The controversial sale of a 
historic home in Didsbury has 
been quashed by a Calgary' court 

A resolution passed by town 
council last month which sold 
the home for $45,000, was de¬ 
clared invalid in a Calgary 
Queen's Bench court room after 
the judge heard arguments from 
a local resident that the sale con¬ 
travened the Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act. 

George Anderson, local con¬ 
tractor and chairman of the 
town's Tourism and Economic 
Development Board, had taken 
the town to court over the sale 
after he had the histone home 
professionally appraised Total 
value of the home, including the 
land, was estimated at $88,000 

Town council had passed a 
by-law early in August which 
allowed for the sale of the home 
for $45,000 and a separate piece 
of land for $8500 Council said 
at the time they felt $45,000 was 
all they would get for the home 
because of the number of repairs 
necessary to restore the home

house, which had been run as a

The Didsbury Fire Depart¬ 
ment held an election last week 
and choose whom many hope 
will be the new fire chief 
Rick Mousseau, a 14 year 
veteran of the volunteer force, 
was chosen in a secret ballot 
election at the fire department's 
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According to my copy of "Alberta. A Natural History" (W G 
Hardy), moose and black bear disappeared from the prairies around 
1900 and mule and white tailed deer were nearly extinct here by 
1910 My husband says that he never saw deer when he was growing 
up and it is only in the last ten or fifteen years that they have become 
so common that we spend less time admiring them than we do 
worrying about hitting one on the road It is still pretty exciting to see 
a moose but it is not all that uncommon, and there arc supposed to 
be more beaver now than there were during the fur trade Bears, 
according to "Alberta. A Natural History", cat beaver by the way. If 
moose, deer and beaver have prospered and multiplied why not 
bears 9 

Bears are omnivorous animals whose natural foods arc ground 
squirrels (gophers), mice, frogs, fish, grasses, berries and carrion 
They like ants and will tear open an ant hill and lick up ants like a 
kid eating an ice cream cone. Bears turn over and rip apart fallen logs 
not because they are cranky and destructive (although some of them 
I may be that too) but because they arc looking for slugs and worms 

Bears arc fearless and smart so they can easily become a nuisance and 
in the national parks they have learned that garbage dumps, garbage 
cans and picnic areas arc a source of food Black bears actually come 
in three colors - black, brown and cinnamon Females arc thought to 
breed only every second year and, after a gestation period of about 
210 days, give birth to twin cubs during winter hibernation An adult 
bear is a short tempered, unpredictable and powerful animal that 
averages 250 to 300 pounds If a bear w alks up to your picnic table 
and asks for a marshmallow, smile nicely, give him the whole bag 
and go sit in the car. 

One of my neighbors phoned this week to tell us that they had seen 
bear sign in their pasture Upturned cow pies, dung piles with berry 
seeds in them and their dogs were frightened by a flattened area 
where something large had slept. I am glad they warned us I know 
from experience that finding a bear in your yard is pretty scary 

Our kids were small, probably 3, 5, and 7. We were burning some 
garbage in a little clearing in a pasture near the house I was washing 
floors and the kids were watching the fire. I kept getting up and 
looking out the window' to make sure that the kids stayed well back 
from the fire and on one of my checks I saw something large and 
black strolling down the road between me and the children "Oh 
dam" I thought, "a calf is on the road." There was something odd 
about the calf, not enough clearance between belly and road It was 
not a calf, it was a full grown black bear 

Armed only with my cleaning cloth I ran out into the road between 
the bear and the kids and called urgently but quietly, "kids, come 
here to Mommy, come here please, come right now " They assumed 
from my soft tone that I was try ing to show them something that 
might be easily startled so they began slowly tiptoeing toward me 
while scanning trees and bushes for whatever shy forest creature had 
caught my attention "Hurry ," I said, "hurry' up and come here." At 
this point the old dog noticed the bear and made a couple of enquiring 
woofs The bear stopped, turned toward us and stood up resting his 
front paws on a handy tree I could reach the kids by this time and 
I hustled them and the dog into the house. In a minute or two, when 
my heart had resumed beating. I grabbed the movie camera, put a 
rope on the dog and we all made a run for the car The bear had 
continued down the lane and we followed, but before I could get a 
clear picture he or she turned into the big trees and back toward the 
buildings I rolled down the car w indow and took several feet of film 
but the black bear in the deep shadows didn’t register very well In 
the developed film not even I am sure what is bear and what is tree 
trunk By the time I had turned the car around the bear was checking 
the fire and you can imagine how thankful I was that my children 
were not there w ith him When he lost interest in the fire he went back 
down the road, across the end of the garden and off into the fields. 

Now that our kids arc past the easily eaten stage I sort of hope that 
this new bear docs come calling I am going to keep the camera 
loaded just in case

from him yet on what actually 
did take place.” 

Lea, who feels morale is very 
low in the current fire depart¬ 
ment, said changes arc needed 
to solve any internal conflicts 
within the department, but is 
unsure whether the appointment 
of a new fire chief will do that. 

“We need somebody that 
council feels confident will obey 
the rules and regulations set out 
in the (operating manual),” Lea 
said “The fire department has 
got to realize that town council 
has got to protect their liabili¬ 
ties. They arc driving our trucks 
and if anything happened, le¬ 
gally that all comes back on us. ” 

Despite the recent election of 
Mousseau, Lea said council will 
not take any action to appoint 
him to the position until such 
time as they cither receive a 
letter of resignation from 
Halfyard or a motion to rescind 
his appointment is made 

“What the correct procedure 
is, is for the Protection Services 
Committee to interview all the 
candidates and make a decision 
on who we feel can do the best 
job.” Lea said 

In the meantime, Mousseau, 
who has been a bus mechanic 
with the county for the past 15 
years, said he is ready to take on 
the job and feels confident he 
can help run the department 
smoothly. 

“ It * s goi ng to be a cha I lenge, ‘' 
he said “I haven't really thought 
about what I'd like to do yet. I 
just feel there shouldn't be any 
politics in voluntarism I'm not 
sure of the whole situation go¬ 
ing on right now, I just know 
that we've got a great bunch of 
guys over there.”

Court tariff increases were announced last week by Alberta 
Justice Minister Ken Rostad, as part of initiatives announced 
by the government, aimed at reducing the provincial deficit 
and debt 

Rostad said user fee increases for certain court based 
services are expected to generate revenue in the order of $4 7 
million for the remainder of 1993-94. 

"We have been given a clear economic message from 
Albertans," stated the Minister "Shift the burden of costs away 
from taxpayers towards a user pay system." 

The new court tariffs (outlined below) will mean an esti¬ 
mated annual revenue increase of $8 1 million 

Rostad said the Justice Department is: "Committed to 
achieving savings through reorganization, innovations, and 
essentially a better, fairer, more cost-effective way of doing 
things." 

The revenue initiatives took effect September 1, 1993.

“You get very good at bluffing.” 

Bluffing can become a way of life for some people who 
never learned to read They bluff to their children They bluff 
to their co-workers The bluff to their creditors. They bluff to 
themselves 

Illiteracy is still one of those topics rarely discussed in 
Canada despite the fact that 4 million Canadians are function¬ 
ally illiterate Perhaps the problem is not glamorous enough to 
merit philosophical discussion Perhaps many people don’t 
understand how broad a concern it is in a so-called ‘ ‘technologi¬ 
cal” society such as our own But the truth is, illiteracy is not 
just a Third World concern. 

The statistics are appalling Canada is a small, presumably 
well-educated county with 27 million people, but 4 million of 
those people cannot read Compare that to a small county like 
Costa Rica which has a literacy rate of 90 percent It is 
embarrassing 

Currently educators and industrialists are talking over their 
concerns about the state of our education system They are 
comparing Canadian education results with those of our com¬ 
petitors around the globe- place like Japan and Germany- and 
are finding that we don’t measure up It would seem that the 
problem of illiteracy (in a technological society functionally 
illiterate means anyone with less than a grade 9 education) is 
only going to get worse instead of better Without the ability to 
compete internationally, Third World concerns may become 
our own 

That is why a week such as this, celebrating World Literacy 
Day, is so important It brings to the forefront the problems 
Canadians face in the education system, in our inability to face 
the facts of Canadian illiteracy as they are Perhaps taking the 
simple challenge to read for 15 minutes on one day can help 
those who can read realize the need to stamp out illiteracy. 
Perhaps it can give those who can’t read the courage to come 
forward and gain the help they need 

Maybe the problem isn’t as horrific as starving children in 
Somalia, or as emotionally cutting as violence against women, 
but it is a problem and one that probably touches all of us, 
though we may not be aware of it It is a problem that could 
easily impact on the very future of our country It does exist - 
it’s time to stop bluffing ourselves

Dear Editor; 

In a democracy, government is 
supposed to be the voice and the 
will of the people who elected it. 
Why then is it so difficult to get 
information and records from the 
Alberta govemmcnt ,> Why arc poli¬ 
ticians and bureaucrats able to say 
no so easily when citizens ask to 
sec how the government has con¬ 
ducted itself on their behalf? 

They can say no. ev en to mem¬ 
bers of the official opposition, be¬ 
cause Alberta docs not have Free¬ 
dom of Information legislation 
Unlike the federal government, and 
the other provinces (with the ex¬ 
ception of PEI which is so small, 
it's hard to keep anything a secret) 
there is no legislation which com¬ 
pels the government to release in¬ 
formation to citizens, or keep con¬ 
fidential data, such as health 
records, private 

In Alberta, citizens have no right 
to government information, even 
when it involves the expenditure of 
taxpayers' money 

The government did introduce 
the Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy Act (Bill 61) 
just before the last session of the 
Legislature adjourned in May But 
according to experts on FOI legis¬ 
lation this act is seriously flawed 
The enforcement provisions are 
weak, leaving government with 
most of the power to decide what it 
will or will not release There arc 
so many exemptions that if this bill 
becomes law. it would be harder to 
get information from government 
than it is now. 

To ensure that Albertans get the 
best possible freedom of informa¬ 
tion legislation, a group of 
Albertans has established the Free¬ 
dom of Information and Privacy 
Association of Alberta (FIPAA). 
FIPA A is a non-profit organization 
open to any Albertan interested in 
hav ing the best Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation and Privacy Protection leg¬ 
islation in the country. 

FIPAA will serve as a resource 
centre for individual Albertans and 
interest groups seeking informa¬ 
tion and background on Freedom 
oflnformation and Privacy Protec¬ 
tion laws in other parts of Canada, 
and the United States. Citizens will 
be able to find out how such legis¬ 
lation will affect them and how 
they can get information from gov¬ 
ernment FIPAA will encourage 
the government to hold public hear¬ 
ings before legislation is passed, so 
the wishes of Albertans are re¬ 
flected in the final Bill 

Alberta is one of the last juris¬ 
dictions in North America without 
Freedom of Information and Pri¬ 
vacy Protection legislation There 
is some irony in this fact, since 
Albertan Ged Baldwin, the former 
Tory MP for Peace River (now 
deceased), is generally recognized 
as the grandfather of Freedom of 
Information in Canada He cham¬ 
pioned the citizen's right to know 
what his/her government is doing, 
in a personal crusade for Access to 


Information legislation inthc 1970s 
and 1980s. 

"Canadians arc entitled to know 
what the government is doing to or 
for them, what it is costing, and 
who will receive the benefits of the 
proposals which arc made," 
Baldwin told the House of Com¬ 
mons in 1977. 

It was mainly due to his efforts 
that citizens gained access to fed¬ 
eral government information 
through legislation passed in 1983. 

But in Alberta, the provincial 
government still decides what the 
people have a right to know; what 
information they are entitled to. 
and what information is secret. 

FIPAA wants to change that, to 
ensure that government in Alberta 
is open, and accountable to all citi¬ 
zens.

Agriculture budget details announced 


Details of the unspecified $16 
million in cuts from agricultural 
programs, as announced in the 
springprovincial budget, have been 
outlined 

Reductions will be made to some 
new initiatives planned for in the 
May 6 budget These initiatives 
weren't put in the place pending 
decisions on the $ 16 million reduc¬ 
tion Additional cuts were made to 
department operations 

"The Alberta government is 
committed to a four-year plan to 
balance the provincial budget start¬ 
ing with 199.1-94." says Walter 
Paszkowski. Alberta Agriculture. 
Food and Rural Development Min¬ 
ister. 

"The budget cuts have been 
made in consultation with stake 


holders of the agriculture indus¬ 
try," he adds "Before deciding 
where to make the cuts, we consid¬ 
ered advice from the Creating To¬ 
morrow agriculture and food coun¬ 
cil. as well as a number of farm 
organizations and individuals." 

The Alberta Farm Fuel Distri¬ 
bution Allowance will be reduced 
by two cents per litre on the rebate 
for gas and diesel effective mid¬ 
night August 19. 1993. However, 
the current nine cent per litre tax 
exemption on both will remain in 
place. This reduction will yield 
approximately $9 4 million this 
year and $17.5 million annually. 

"Alberta is the only province 
that continues to provide produc¬ 
ers with rebates on gas and diesel," 
says Paszkowski. "We are com¬ 


mitted to maintaining support for 
this important program as long as 
possible, but we must also be re¬ 
sponsible in our expenditures The 
farming community understands 
that they must work with the rest of 
the economy to balance the prov¬ 
ince's budget." 

Paszkowski also notes some of 
the new initiatives announced in 
the spring will go ahead, but with 
reduced funding. These include: 
new efforts to reduce cattle rus¬ 
tling at $440,000 for this year, new 
activities to develop markets in 
Japan. Ukraine and Russia for Al¬ 
berta Made products will be funded 
to $250,000 and $75,000 will go to 
take advantage of Mexican mar¬ 
kets as a result of the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement

Department operations will also 
be reduced Manpower and operat¬ 
ing budgets will be reduced by a 
further 2.1 percent. A total of 
$200,000 will also be reduced from 
the Surface Rights Board's budget. 

A total of $2 million will be 
reduced from the operating budg¬ 
ets of the Alberta Agricultural De¬ 
velopment Corporation (ADC) and 
the Alberta Hail and Crop Insur¬ 
ance Corporation (AHCIC). Re¬ 
cent interest rate reductions will 
allow ADC to cut $1 million, while 
reduced acres covered by the Gross 
Revenue Insurance Plan (GRIP) 
and a reduced wildlife damage 
budget, based on last year's expen¬ 
ditures. will allow AHCIC to re¬ 
duce $1 million from its budget. 

Alberta Heritage Savings Trust 
Fund spending on agricultural ini¬ 
tiatives will also be reduced by $1 
million Expenditures on the Al¬ 
berta Private Irrigators Develop¬ 
ment Assistance Program and the 
Irrigation District Rehabilitation 
Endowment Fund will both be re¬ 
duced by $500,000. The reduc¬ 
tions won't affect current projects 
or those planned for the coming 


fiscal year. 

Producerparticipation inthcNet 
Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA) is expected to drop for the 
current tax year. As a result, the 
province will save an estimated $1 
million. 

"As much as possible, we have 
focused our resources on those pro¬ 
grams that will encourage the in¬ 
dustry to develop in a competitive 
fashion in response to market op¬ 
portunities." says Paszkowski. "I 
am pleased that the government 
has supported our farmers as the 
budget has been determined."

Wavdc Joyal is out of jail - 
sprung himself in Vancouver-and 
he's on his way to the Canadian 
Finals Rodeo in Edmonton The 
26-ycar-old bull rider found the 
rush of freedom exhilarating 

"I don't have to go to the last two 
rodeo fighting for my life like 1 did 
the last couple of years." whistled 
the B C born and raised cowboy, 
who now makes his home in Cal¬ 
gary When he left for the coast. 
Joyal was hovering around the bub¬ 
ble in the Canadian standings - 
Wes David was 11th. just $2,500 
behind him Jayson Keclcy and 
Rick Henderson were inside of 
David 

And Vancouver paid a truck- 
load of money - $73,000 It's the 
last rodeo on the Skoal Inc. Pro 
Rodeo Tour and the gang from 
Copenhagen makes the stop at the 
Pacific National Exhibition attrac¬ 
tive by adding $4,000 an event. 
$24,000 in all 

Joyal went the route with stock 
contractor Verne Franklin's Black 
Tower for 82 points to w in first and 
$2,736 That shot hisscasonal earn¬ 
ings to just over $ 15.090 and kicked 
him into fifth spot on the bull riding 
chart. With only five rodeos left on 
the Canadian calendar, they aren't 
going to move him out of the top 
10 . 

"This is always a bad time of the 
season for me." he moaned at the 
time, refcrringtolatesummerinju- 
ries he'd suffered in 1991 and 1992. 
On both occasions, he missed the 
Canadian Finals cut - then had to 
withdraw after suffering a ruptured 
appendix. 

Meanwhile, the traffic jam in 
the steer wrestling standings be¬ 
came even more crow ded after they 
divided up the Vancouver money 
Tom Barr, who lost his fine 
bulldogging horse Huggy to injury 
when it slipped and fell at the 
Armstrong Rodeo two weeks ago.

onds for $2,820 But. he was al¬ 
ready fairly safe in the standings 

The guys who weren't - Willis. 
Butterfield and Shuckburgh - fin¬ 
ished third, fifth and sixth Wills 
picked up $2,227; Butterfield 
$1,633. Shuckburgh $1,039 And 
what a battle royal that's created 
Only $2,200 separates David 
Gibson in seventh and Shuckburgh 
in 16th Butterfield moved into 
ninth hole. Wills into 13th. 

Elsewhere. Shawn Henry ran 
into an old date in Vancouver in 
Franklin's former world champ 
Kingsway Skoal and danced to 82 
points to win second in the bronc 
riding for $2,133. That took him 
from his tenuous hold on 10th to 
ninth place, just $13 behind John 
Smith It marked the third time in 
Henry's career that he has topped 
Franklin's star Duane Daincs won 
the Vancouver bronc riding with 


an 83 on Saddle Bags and the $2,700 
payoff puts his seasonal carmngsat 
the world level in a healthy $3 2,000 
range. 

The major change at the top end 
ofthc Canadian standings occurred 
in the calf roping where rookie 
Marty Becker posted a flashy 7.8 
run for first at Vancouver to win 
$2,541. That moved the 
Manvbcrrics. AB. cowboy into the 
roping lcadat $22,749. and dropped 
twice Canadian champion Cliff 
Williamson to second. $573 in ar¬ 
rears. 

South Dakotans Ken Lensegrav 


(81) and Marvin Garrett (82) wound 
up one-two in the Vancouver bare¬ 
back riding but it was Dave Shields 
79 ;for third that created the shuffle 
in the Canadian standings. The 
veteran overtook Kenton Randle 
for 10th place But there’s still less 
than $400 separating seventh from 
Uth. 

The big move in the barrel rac¬ 
ing was made by B.C.'s Sheila 
Haggart. who jumped from ninth to 
sixth by placing second at Vancou¬ 
ver for $1,929. Montana's Char¬ 
lotte Schmidt ($2,437) won it.

No Smoking 
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How the West was lost - by Bell Canada 


In 1880 Bell Canada received a 
federal charter to spread the new 
technology of "telephony" across 
Canada to the British Columbia 
border The guiding hand of this 
enterprise was to be Charles 
Flectford Sisc. a blunt American 
aristocrat who had been a Confed¬ 
erate blockade mnner in the Civil 
War What Bell Canada needed 
from Sise. especially in western 
Canada, were tact and diplomacy 
indcalingwithlocalintcrcsts What 
it got was something very differ¬ 
ent. In fact. Sise's tactless arro¬ 
gance shaped the telephone history 
of Alberta 

The conflicts began early In 
188.7. a committee in Edmonton 
applied to Bell for the introduction 
of telephone serv ice Bell, believ¬ 
ing Edmonton too small for full 
service, offered to put in a few 
phones with no exchange - in ef¬ 
fect. one enormous party line - at 
tremendous expense Outraged 
Edmontonians took matters into 
their ow n hands and Alex Tay lor, a 
local telegraph operator, persuaded 
his superiors to run a phone line 
from Edmonton to St Albert Bv 
1900 Taylor had linked Edmonton 
toMorinville. Strathcona. and even 
Battleford. Saskatchewan, without 
Bell's help 

Sisc looked on angrily as simi¬ 
lar local initiatives took root all 
over the west Municipalities were 
defy ing Bell's chartered monopoly. 
Sisc faced a difficult choice: if he 
tried to offer phone service to 
westerners at "reasonable" rates, 
the citizens called him an extor¬ 
tionist If he offered no serv ice at 
all. he was vilified for indifference. 
He was able to get a toehold in 
Calgary in 1885. when the town 
outgrew its original system, but 
when Bell experienced the usual 
start-up problems, the citizens re¬ 
belled They demanded Bell start 
paying taxes Sisc was roundly 
denounced 

War began in earnest after Al¬ 
berta became a province in 1905. 
Bell had angered many munici¬ 
pal it ies by ignori ng their local plans 
and installing Bell equipment and 
w ires w ithout permission The new 
provincial legislature announced it 
would establish its own long-dis¬ 
tance network between centres ig¬ 
nored by Bell When Sisc protested 
and listed Alberta towns the com¬ 
pany planned to connect that very 
year, the government promptly 
added those centres to its own net¬ 
work proposals 

In the winter of 1906-07. the 
most severe in Alberta's history. 
Bell (by now known as "The Octo¬ 
pus") and provincial crews raced 
against one another to string miles 
of line Both sides spent massively. 
Finally Sisc decided to re-examine 
his confrontational tactics He sent 
an emissary to tell the Alberta pub¬ 
lic works minister that no govern¬ 
ment had ever succeeded in the 
phone business, and that Bell had 
Alberta's interests at heart The 
minister wasn’t impressed Sise 


suggested dividing the province 
into two non-competing sections, 
with Bell taking the south. No sale. 

The fight began anew On Feb¬ 
ruary 5. 1907, Sisc announced a 
Bell exchange for Edmonton. Nine 
days later, the provincial govern¬ 
ment counterattacked with a "Val¬ 
entine to the People of Alberta" - 
more lines and exchanges, plus 
cheap phones for all Alberta farm¬ 
ers The government also offered 
to buy out Bell Sisc rejected the 
offer and continued to build more 
lines Then the government said it 
would buy local systems anywhere 
in the province. This was a volley 
Bell could not answer; no munici¬ 
pality was going to sell its system 


appearing in "Alberta in the Twen¬ 
tieth Century." the magnificent 11- 
volumc history of our province 
being produced, one volume a year, 
throughout the 1990s You can see 


to Bell, whose credibility had 
evaporated. After all. in some of 
the Bell-serviced towns, telegrams 
were still cheaper than phone calls 
When Manitoba's government 
bought out Bell's lines in that prov¬ 
ince in 1908. Alberta quickly de¬ 
cided to do the same They settled 
with Bell on a price of $675,000. 
necessitating the first public debt 
in the history of the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment C.F Sise retired eight 
years later, having firmly en¬ 
trenched Bell in Ontario and Que¬ 
bec. In the West, however, his mis¬ 
management assured that the 
phones would stay a public utility 
for the rest of the century
